LRT board 
could 
speed up 
new line

Not only is the LRT expan¬ 
sion on track, but it’s also 
speeding up. 

City council approved 
an LRT governance board 
on Wednesday to oversee 
detailed decisions for the 
west-to-southeast line. 

“It’s possible to knock 
a year or so off of the 
whole process of building 
the line, because it speeds 
up the process of 
decisions,” said Bob 
Boutilier, general manag¬ 
er of transportation. 

It’s up to council to fi¬ 
nalize the budget, route 
and schedule, while the 
board will get the job 
done, he said. 

Recruitment starts im¬ 
mediately, with plans for 
a board of four to six peo¬ 
ple in place by the end of 
the year when 
preliminary engineering 
is done. The board will 
consist of experts with 
engineering, design, proj¬ 
ect management, law and 
finance experience. 

Vancouver’s Canada 
Line was done in a similar 
way, making Edmonton 
the second city to take 
such an approach. 

Overall, it will save 
time and money, Coun. 
Don Iveson said. 

He said the board could 
also persuade other 
orders of government to 
fund some of the $1.8 bil¬ 
lion needed to start on 
the southeast portion in 
2014, as the city 
examines ways to 
contribute $800 million.

RackNine has confirmed 
someone used its 
automated dialing service 
to make diversionary calls. 
The company insists it did 
nothing wrong and is help¬ 
ing Elections Canada and 
police in the investigation. 

vestigating reports that 
voters in Guelph got calls 
from a 450-area-code num¬ 
ber directing them to the 
wrong polling station. 

Phone records show the 
number behind the calls 
belonged to a cellphone 
registered to “Pierre Pou¬ 
tine” of “Separatist Street” 
in Joliette, Que. 

Elections Canada’s chief 
investigator says in a 


sworn court document the 
name was likely used to 
cover the tracks of whoev¬ 
er was behind the calls. 

Phone records show the 
number registered to 
“Pierre Poutine” twice 
called Edmonton-based 
call centre RackNine Inc., 
on April 30 and May 1. 

The records also show 
phones associated with 
Guelph Tory candidate 
Marty Burke and the 
Guelph Conservative rid¬ 
ing association made 31 
calls to RackNine between 
March 26 and early May. 

The court document 
says it is reasonable to be¬ 
lieve Burke’s campaign did 
business with RackNine 
and that the relationship is 
related to the calls.

At first glance, Teriano doesn’t seem 
mueh different from any of thousands 
of other Ryerson University students. 
She wears the standard jeans-and- 


windbreaker uniform, spends most of 
her time studying and posts pietures 
of outings and triends on Faeebook. 
But in faet, Teriano, a fourth-year 


soeial-work student, has a remarkable 
story that shows how the smallest aet 
ean have a huge impaet. 

Teriano was bom a member of the 
Maasai tribe in southern Kenya and 
immediately promised in marriage to 
a man who was already 27 years old. 
“My mother married the same way, 
my grandma and everybody else. It 
was just normal to be booked for mar¬ 
riage and to get married at 13 or 14,” 
she explains. “It almost happened to 
me.” 

It didn’t, beeause when she was 
four years old an Australian family 
sponsored her through World Vision. 
That meant that after she had eom-

pleted primary sehool, she was able to 
attend high sehool, and then eollege 
for a year in Nairobi. “No girl in my 
village had ever gone to eollege or 
university,” she reealls. While her fa¬ 
ther was baffled by her ambition and 
bound by the marriage deal he’d 
made, Teriano eonvineed him to 
break it, and to let her go. 

She eame to Canada four years ago 
and plans to stay to finish a Masters 
degree. And her dreams keep growing 
along with her horizons. 

For example, she wants to help 
women in her village start business 
eooperatives so that they ean support 
themselves and their families. She’d 
like to set up a eommunity fund to en¬ 
able other youth in her village - par- 
tieularly girls - to go to high sehool 
and eollege. She wants to find out 
how the Maasai, who raise livestoek, 
ean beeome more elfieient farmers. 


“I thought, maybe I eould talk to 
farmers in Canada and ask, ‘How do 
you do it?’ Information like that eould 
transform our eommunity.” 

A year and a half ago, Teriano vis¬ 
ited her village in Kenya. Four hun¬ 
dred people eame to a eelebration to 
honour her. She was amazed. “There 
were speeehes. People blessed me, 
and said they admired me. Young 
people said, ‘We ean do it beeause 
you did it’ 

“There had been some families in 
my village who said, ‘I will never 
take my girls to sehool, only my 
boys.’ That day, I saw their girls in 
sehool and thought, ‘Yes!’” 

The experienee made her think: 
“Sometimes you don’t know the 
impaet you are making, just by doing 
things. Sometimes aetions really 
speak.” How hue.

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Storms ravage U.S. Midwest 


O At least 12 killed, dozens injured 
after deadly tornadoes slam region 


A pre-dawn twister flat¬ 
tened entire blocks of 
homes in a small Illinois 
town Wednesday as violent 
storms ravaged the Mid¬ 
west and South, killing at 
least 12 people in three 
states. 

Winds also ripped 
through the country music 
mecca of Branson, Mo., 
damaging some of the 
city’s famous theatres just 
days before the start of the 
busy tourist season. 

The storm that blasted 
Harrisburg in southern Illi¬ 
nois, killing six, was an 
EF4, the second-highest 
rating given to twisters 
based on damage. Scien¬ 
tists said it was 200 yards 
wide with winds up to 170 
mph. 

By midday, townspeople 
in the community of 9,000 
were sorting through piles 
of debris and remembering

their dead while the winds 
still howled around them. 

Three people were re¬ 
ported killed in eastern 
Tennessee — two in Cum¬ 
berland County and anoth¬ 
er in DeKalb County — as 
storms collapsed homes 
and downed power lines 
there. 

The twisters were 
spawned by a powerful 
storm system that blew 
down from the Rockies on 
Tuesday and was headed 
toward the East Coast.

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Putin warns 
of a rumble 

O Russian presidential candidate 
predicts unsanctioned protests 
post-election will result in violence

Russian Prime Minister 
Vladimir Putin warned that 
his opponents could pro¬ 
voke unrest after Sunday’s 
presidential election, even 
going so far as killing a 
prominent opposition fig¬ 
ure to stoke outrage against 
his government. 

Putin is all but certain to 
regain the presidency, but 
his allegations Wednesday 
reflect heightened tensions 
four days before the vote 


and nervousness about the 
protests expected to follow. 

“They are looking 
among well-known people 
for a sacrificial victim,” said 
Putin. “They could. I’m sor- 
ly, knock someone off and 
then blame the authori¬ 
ties.” 

Evidence of widespread 
vote-rigging in favour of 
Putin’s party in December’s 
parliamentaiy election set 
off a series of protests to de¬ 


mand an end to Putin’s 12- 
year rule. 

The opposition is push¬ 
ing authorities to allow a 
post-election protest at a 
site close to the Kremlin. 
The government has re¬ 
fused the demand, offering 
other more distant loca¬ 
tions instead. 

The organizers have 
rejected that offer, raising 
the threat of violence.

Fm just talking off the top of 
my head here, but I miss 
performing improv comedy. 

Writing humour is satisfy¬ 
ing, sure — especially that 
special moment when you 
see your name on a paycheque, er, 1 
mean in a newspaper. But the delayed, 
distant feedback can make you feel like 
you have fewer readers than the iTunes 
service agreement. 

In contrast, and as Mitt Romney 
would tell you, there’s no greater thrill 
than the instant response you receive when you get on 
stage and make stuff up. 

If you’re not aware, improvisation is a form of 
theatre that has spawned many comedic troupes, some 
serious theatre, certain art-house films and the Iraq 
war. 

Generally, the idea is simply to make things up on 
the spot, often with an audience suggestion, which in 
theory can be absolutely an 5 Thing, but which in prac¬ 
tice is always “sex,” “horny,” “circus,” “bus stop” or 
“spatula.” 

If that sounds like kids’ stuff, rest assured there are 
some deep lessons to be 
learned. 

For instance, one of the 
improv rules you 
organically discover is 
“Don’t try to be funny.” 
Some would argue I’ve 
mastered that. 

But the point is that hu¬ 
mour should arise from 
strong characters and a 
well-told story. When you 
tell a conventional punch¬ 
line joke during improv 
the audience reply is a ris¬ 
ing-then-falling 
“aaAAAaah” sound, which 
means “Clever. Not funny. 
But clever. Now be funny.” 

Another improv life les¬ 
son, perhaps the most im¬ 
portant one, is to accept 
what the world gives you. 

If another actor turned to you on stage and said, “Hi, 
Donald Trump!” then your natural, human reaction 
would be to punch him in the throat. But improv 
teaches you that scenes work best if you accept every 
suggestion — so you scowl in a Trumpian manner and 
wonder what it must be like to know that even a 
billion dollars isn’t enough for a decent hairpiece. 

When you accept what the scene gives you and don’t 
try too hard, then ever 5 Thing that happens is “right,” 
the possibilities are endless, and things naturally fall 
into place. There’s a lesson in there somewhere. 

Improv is fun, challenging and, yes, can give you a 
better outlook on life. 1 think you should try it. 

And if you don’t have the energy or gumption or 
whatever excuse you’re using not to do it, just remem¬ 
ber what an audience member once told me during an 
introspective moment: “Horny!” 

Words to live by. 


“When you 
accept what the 
scene gives you 
and don’t try too 
hard, then 
everything that 
happens is 
‘right; the 
possibilities are 
endless and 
things naturally 
fall into place. 
There’s a lesson 
in there 
somewhere.”

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DeVito goes global 

O For The Lorax, actor took on the task of 
recording voices in four foreign languages 




Danny DeVito is becoming 
quite the multilinguist — 
or at least that’s what it 
looks hke. For his new film, 
The Lorax, DeVito took on 
the unprecedented task of 
recording foreign versions 
of the movie in Spanish, 
Itahan, German and Russ¬ 
ian. It turned out to be a 
much more monumental 
task than he’d expected, 
though. “It’s a fun thing, 
but it’s time-consuming. 1 
thought it was going to be 
like a couple of days. I’ll do 
German in a couple days. 
Right! It’s more like a 
week,” he admits. 

“This is the thing, 1 don’t 
speak any of those lan¬ 
guages. 1 speak a tiny bit of 
Itahan, but 1 did it all with 
coaches and phonetically,” 
DeVito explains. “What 1 
would do is tackle one at a 
time. And Universal 
brought in people from the 
country because sometimes 
the lines were veiy long. 
And there was no way for 
me in German or in Russian 
to get through that entire 
line without messing up 
some intonation. And 1 real¬ 
ly wanted it to capture the 
performance, and 1 didn’t 
want people to think 1 had 


an accent.” 

The process of recording 
each language took about 
five days in a recording stu¬ 
dio for DeVito and his advis¬ 
ers, and the biggest lesson 
he learned in that time was 
that he should’ve kept 
things simpler when 
recording the English ver¬ 
sion. “There are about 90 
lines of mine in the movie, 
and some of them some¬ 
times you can’t break them 
up,” he explains. “Like if 
you say to me, ‘Goma esta 
usted?’ That’s one thing. 
But if you’re sa3dng some¬ 
thing like, ‘Didn’t you see 
me come out of that stump 
with all the lightning and 
the thunder and this and 
the that? Did you chop 
down that tree?’ Well, 1 did¬ 


n’t think 1 was going to be 
doing this when 1 said those 
lines back then and didn’t 
spit in the middle.” 

Normally, animated 
films get dubbed by local 
actors for each territoiy, so 
isn’t he technically taldng 
work away from actors in 
Europe? “1 did some Russ¬ 
ian interviews on the 
phone and different places, 
and 1 always preface it with, 
‘1 know that you guys have 
great actors to do this,”’ De¬ 
Vito explains. 

“It was just one of those 
things where 1 got it in my 
head to do it, and once 1 
said 1 would do it 1 didn’t 
want to back down, even 
though 1 did think, well this 
time I’m taking a job away 
from someone.” 


Awake blurs reality 


O New drama has viewers guessing what’s a dream 


Awake has the kind of intri¬ 
cate, high-concept premise 
that can test viewers. But 
that’s nothing compared 
with what its producers 
face. 

Howard Gordon, a mas¬ 
ter at juggling challenging 
plots (24 and The X-Files 
among them), puts it flatly: 
“1 learned nothing, and 
nothing 1 experienced pre¬ 
pared for me this.” 

“This is a vehicle that no 
one has driven before and 
has no operating instruc¬ 
tions,” said Gordon, who 
produces Awake with its 
creator, Kyle Killen. 

The series, debuting 10 
p.m. EST today on Global, 
stars Jason Isaacs as pohce 
detective Michael Britten, a 
man hving in two worlds. A 
car accident has claimed a 
family member’s life: his 
wife, Hannah (Laura Allen), 
in one, and his teenage son, 
Rex (Dylan Minnette), in an¬ 
other. 

The duality extends to 
Britten’s work, where he in¬ 
vestigates cases with two 
partners (Steve Harris, 
Wilmer Valderrama), and 
discovers that straddling 
different realities gives him 
crime-busting insights. 

While other TV shows 
with parallel universes and 
outcomes have dabbled in 
extreme explanations — 
quick, explain Lost again — 
Gordon and Killen insist 
this is a (relatively) simple 



case of a guy living one life 
and dreaming another. 

Britten and the audience 
are just not sure which is 
which. Neither are the ther¬ 
apists who are treating 
him, with both assuring 
him that his OTHER life is 
the dream. He’s unwilling 
to give up the balancing act 
that allows him to keep 
hold of both wife and son. 

“At the centre of it is the 
question we all live with as 
people, which is how do we 
face loss and how do we 
hve in the face of loss,” Gor¬ 
don said. 

The detective wears 
coloured wristbands to 
keep his lives straight. 
Isaacs insists viewers have 
it easier. When the pilot 
was being developed, he 
said, there was concern 
that the idea was so tricky, 
his character might need to 
be bearded in one world 
and beardless in the other 
to help viewers distinguish 


Awake’s tricks 


Awake employs a classic 
trick to allow viewers to 
dip in at any point: 

It’s what Gordon calls an 
“old-school title 
sequence” that restates 
the concept before each 
episode. 

► “So if you tune in for 
episode seven, you have 
the tools to sit down and 
enjoy that hour of 
television ” producer 
Howard Gordon says. 

“For an idea like this, clari¬ 
ty is your friend and you 
want to make the barrier 
as low as possible ” 

between them. “But my 
daughter, who’s 5, told me 
the stoiy in three sen¬ 
tences,” Isaacs recalled. “So 
1 told the producers, ‘We 
don’t need to wony.’”

Lose that ‘bowling alley’ look 

O Home decor guru Karl Lohnes tackles a reader’s living room design dilemma 



alley effect. 

With no options of rear¬ 
ranging the sofas, tiy to 
find ways to divert the eye 
from going all the way to 
the end of the room. You 
can do this by adding a few 
interesting and useful ac¬ 
cessories that make the 
eye go from side to side 
rather than to the end of 


the room. Here are a few 
suggestions: 

Layered rugs not only 
look cool but can allow you 
to use a favourite too-small 
rug by laying a larger one 
underneath. A large hori¬ 
zontal striped 8-by-l 0-foot 
rug will help draw the eye 
across the room and make 
it look wider than it is. Now 


the room will have a size- 
appropriate rug while still 
incorporating your cool but 
smallish hidden rug. 

One heavy wall of 
coloured art will quickly 
draw the eye to one side of 
the room rather than im¬ 
mediately to the end of the 
room. 1 suggest hanging 
the large print to the left of 


the room, then adding 
many small art pieces op¬ 
posite to keep both walls 
filled. Other red accents, 
such as glass vases, candles 
and throws, will help add a 
bit more colour into the 
room. 

Place something aiiy in 
the corner to round out 
the room. A whimsical tall 
plant, etagere or art easel 
will help. When you fill in 
the comers of a room you’ll 
then help shorten the 
space into a better propor¬ 
tion. 

Consider an art easel 
holding a tiny, bright- 
coloured painting or be¬ 
coming the stand for a 
plasma television... differ¬ 
ent, interesting and

unique! A not too heavy 
looking display or serving 
table in front of the win¬ 
dow to display flowers, 
framed photos or use for 
serving when guests 
visit will anchor the 
end of the room by saying 
look at me first.’ 

The one you have looks 
a bit dark, heavy and plain. 
Painting it in a pale grey 
finish and topping it with 
glass will give it an aiiy 
look.

The interior designer So¬ 
phie Paterson and author 
of Style and Glamour puts 
it down to people being 
“fed up with totally neutral 
colour schemes.

Urban pastels 

Pastels can read bucolic 
and that’s not usually a 
favoured look amongst, 
savvy urban dwellers. Pa¬ 
terson suggests using, “soft 
feminine colours as a con¬ 
trast with clean line furni¬ 
ture, particularly dark 
pieces such as grey-stained 
oak.“ 

Avoid looking dull 

“You need to use a variety 
of textures: velvet, silk, 
linen and wool all work 
well in juxtaposition. For 
example shiny against 
fiat,” explains the London- 
based interior designer. 


She continues, “1 like to 
start with a neutral base 
(sofa, wall and floor) and 
build up the layers using 
colours and accessories to 
add depth and interest.” 

Accents and accessories 

Rather than turning your 
space into a pastel chalk¬ 
board, you may prefer to 
give a nod to the trend 
with artfully selected ac¬ 
cessories. Paterson says, 
“Ceramic vases work won¬ 
derfully in pastels. Abstract 
oil paintings with a touch 
of pastel in the paint 
colours, or even rustic 
linen cushions with a shot 
of pastel velvet are particu¬ 
larly sophisticated.” 

Spring thinking 

Do more than just spring- 


clean and reinvigorate 
your apartment with a 
dash of colour because as 
the expert enthuses, “Pas¬ 
tels are particularly rele¬ 
vant for the spring season. 


I’m loving dusty pastel 
green. It represents the be¬ 
ginning of new growth and 
freshness, which feels so 
right after the long grey 
winter.”

P lenty of people attend the Edmon¬ 
ton Motorshow to kick the tires of a 
bunch of models they may be con¬ 
templating as their next purchase. 
At the same time, car aficionados congre¬ 
gate to pay homage to exclusive automak¬ 
ers such as Aston Martin and Ferrari. It’s 
exciting stuff, but remember: Kick these 
tires and you will likely be escorted out 
of the building. 

FERRARI FF 

The Pininfarina-styled Ferrari FF, or “Fer¬ 
rari Four,” is the Italian sports car maker’s 
first foray into all-wheel-drive motoring. 


Its direct-injected V-12 engine makes 651 
horsepower working through a seven- 
speed dual-clutch automatic gearbox 
mounted at the rear, and a second trans¬ 
mission up front to help lay down all that 
copious power. 

Surprisingly, it comes wrapped in a 
roomy front-engine, four-seater 
hatchback, acknowledging that even Fer¬ 
rari pilots sometimes have to make 
daycare and grocery runs. 

FISKER KARMA 

California’s Fisker Automotive was 
founded in 2007, intent on building an en¬ 


vironmentally friendly premium hybrid- 
electric vehicle. The result is the Karma, a 
stunning four-door sedan whose dual 201- 
hp electric motors can propel the alu¬ 
minum space-framed car to 60 m.p.h. in 
6.1 seconds. 

A GM-supplied four-cylinder engine 
keeps its lithium-ion batteries charged. 
Other eco-friendly touches include roof- 
mounted solar panels to help cool or heat 
the cabin, while recycled materials such 
as wildfire-ravaged wood dot the interior. 

LOTUS EVORA 

A purist’s delight, the Lotus Evora adheres 


to founder Colin Chapman’s “add light¬ 
ness” decree, with lightweight fibreglass 
construction, minimal accessories and fa¬ 
natical attention paid to suspension de¬ 
sign. It is the essence of a balanced sports 
car. 

This 2+2 coupe uses a Toyota-supplied 
3.5-L V-6 that delivers 276 hp through a 
six-speed manual gearbox. 

The Evora S introduced a 
supercharged version of the same engine, 
good for 345 hp. A six-speed automatic 
transmission is a new option available on 
the base model.

BMW XI xDrive28i SPORTS A TORQUEY, THRIFTY POWERPLANT 


Y OU could easily confuse the new 
XI xDrive28i with BMW’s exist¬ 
ing X3, so similar is the physical 
resemblance. However, the tape 
measure confirms that the XI is short¬ 
er and narrower by about eight inches 
and three inches, respectively, and two 
inches shorter between the front and 
rear wheels. 

But the XI certainly doesn’t eome 
up short in interior accommodations. 
The front seats feel wonderfully 
supportive, as they do with most 
BMWs, while rear seat leg and knee 
room might only be a problem for tall 
types. 

The sole powerplant is an all-new 
2.0-litre turbocharged four-cylinder 
that puts out a very respectable 241 
horsepower and 258 pound-feet of 
torque. That’s a single horsepower 
more than the X3’s non-turbo 3.0-litre 
inline six, but erushes that model’s 
torque rating of 221 pound-feet.

In addition, the XI weighs 180 kilo¬ 
grams less than the X3, which is good 
news in terms of performanee. BMW 
claims that zero-to-100 km/h takes 6.7 
seconds with the eight-speed automat¬ 
ic (a six-speed manual gearbox is 
rumoured to arrive some time in 
2012 ). 

All Xl’s come with BMW’s xDrive 
permanent all-wheel-drive setup that 
splits the torque equally between the 
front and rear wheels in normal 
driving, but can shift 100 per cent of 
the torque to whichever axle has the 
most grip. xDrive will also automati¬ 
cally direct added power to the rear 
wheels when turning to reduce the ve- 
hiele’s tendeney to eontinue in a

hen we recently road-tested the 
333-horsepower, supercharged 
all-wheel-drive Audi S4, the 
first question we asked was — 
“Would you take it over an Infiniti 
G37?” — a car that has become our go¬ 
to reference for mid-sized sport sedans. 

But imagine a G37 where the the 3.7- 
litre V6 is replaced by a 2.5-litre engine. 
So what, you lose more than 100 horse¬ 
power, but you pick up fuel economy 
and some running-around money thanks 
to a lower base price of the G25. 

Three trim levels are available, 
including the all-wheel-drive G25x with 
all models sporting niceties such as 
leather seats, bright high-intensity-dis- 
charge headlights, premium audio 
system and 17-inch alloy wheels. 

One big notch up is the M-sedan that 
comes with the same basic 330-horse, 
3.7-litre V6 as the G37. The M56 runs 
with a 420-horsepower, 5.6-litre V8 that 
shoos away the previous 325-horsepow- 
erV8. 

The duo is joined for the 2012 model 
year by a gasoline-electric M Hybrid 
with a 3.5-litre V6 that’s assisted by a 
67-horsepower (50-kilowatt) motor to 
produce 360 horsepower. Lithium-ion 
batteries provide the juice. When fully 
charged, the rear-drive-only Hybrid can 
operate at speeds up to 100 km/h and 
travel for up to 2.4 kilometres before the 


V6 pitches in. The M35h hybrid also 
achieves 7.5 1/100 km in the city and 6.1 
on the highway, compared with 11.4/7.6 
for the M37 and 12.9/8.0 for the M56. 

Among the car’s many techno¬ 
marvels is a Vehicle Sound for Pedestri¬ 
ans (VSP) that issues a specific noise 
that alerts anyone nearby that the M 
functioning in electric mode is nearby. A 
healthy dose of premium content is part 
of every M, such as a power moonroof, 
bright xenon headlights, power folding 
and heated outside mirrors, self¬ 
levelling headlamps and rain-sensing 
wipers. 

The M is slick, for sure, but for maxi¬ 


mum towing and people transport, the 
QX56 is the only way to travel. The 
2011 makeover has turned a pricey and 
somewhat underpowered tall truck into a 
sleek, strong, sexy — but still pricey — 
all-weather tourer. 

The 400-horsepower, 5.6-litre V8 is 
the one and only choice and provides a 
tow rating of 3,860 kilograms. The “Q” 
comes with a seven-speed automatic 
transmission and standard all-wheel-dri¬ 
ve system. 

If it’s a little big for your tastes, seri¬ 
ously consider the FX wagon, which 
comes in for a restyle of its nosepiece

into a slightly more formal layout. The 
centrally located tachometer is topped 
by a speedometer and available five- 
inch screen that can display key operat¬ 
ing and audio selection info. 

No major alterations were made to 
the Civic’s base 140-horsepower, 1.8- 
litre, four-cylinder engine, other than to 
tweak it for fuel economy. 

However, the sporty Si coupe and 
sedan receive a more energetic 2.4- 
litre, four-cylinder that generates 201 
horsepower (up from 197) and 170 
pound-feet of torque, which is 31 more 
than the 2.0-litre 2011 model. 

Also back for 2012 is the significant¬ 
ly changed Civic Hybrid sedan with a 
1.5-litre, four-cylinder combined with 
an electric motor that together make 
110 horsepower. The system now 
employs a lighter and more advanced 
lithium-ion battery, replacing the previ¬ 


ous nickel-metal-hydride unit. Honda 
claims the Hybrid will achieve a 4.4 
1/100 km city rating compared to 4.7 
for the 2011 version. 

The CR-V wagon was launched in 
January and comes with value 
compared to the 2011 models. The base 
CR-V comes standard with the follow¬ 
ing: Rearview camera; Bluetooth; SMS 
text feature; heated seats; i-MID, a full- 
colour intelligent multi-information 
display; air conditioning; and cruise 
control. These features add $2,500 in 
value on the base model alone. 

Getting CR-V owners to work, gym, 
or daycare is a revised 2.4-litre, four- 
cylinder engine that makes 185 horse¬ 
power and 163 pound-feet of torque. 
That’s a gain of five horsepower and 
two pound-feet torque. 

Stacked up against other entry-ute 
competitors, the CR-V excels as a well 
sorted out transportation module that 
reaps the benefits of continual 
improvement in design and 
functionality.

A fter a seemingly hectic 2011 
model year with new vehicles 
and new updates, it turns out that 
was just the beginning. For the 
2012 model year, Honda offers up a 
new Civic, which was launched in May 
2011, although both the coupes and 
sedans have evolved only modestly 
when compared to their previous-gen 
counterparts. 

The rooflines are a bit more sweep¬ 
ing (what Honda calls a “one-motion 
profile”) and the front roof pillars are 
now thinner for improved visibility. 
The sheet metal on the sedan and 
slightly shorter coupe is attached to a 
stiffer platform that reduces the 
distance between the front and rear 
wheels by about 2.5 centimetres. 

Despite this, Honda has increased 
shoulder and leg room for front- and 
rear-seat passengers and modestly en¬ 
larged trunk space. The 
automaker also restyled 
the two-tier 
instrument

MAZDA INTRODUCES 

I t’s a big and seary automotive world 
out there and automakers are pooling 
their resources to share technology 
and platforms with the idea of 
spreading development costs and 
cutting the time to market. 

Mazda is actually without a dance 
partner and the company’s advertising 
is pretty clear that that doesn’t seem to 
matter, indicating that its individuality 
provides a unique product experience. 

Sure thing, but it also means Mazda 
is not developing electric technologies 
for what it views as a fringe market. In¬ 
stead, citing that internal combustion 
will be the backbone of the auto indus¬ 
try for another 20 years, the company 
would rather spend what development 
money it does have on building better 
“normal” cars with a special emphasis 
on fuel efficiency. 

The MazdaS’s 2.0-litre, four- 
cylinder uses Mazda’s new “Skyaetiv” 
direct-gasoline-injection technology to 
boost both power and efficiency. Com¬ 
pared to the old 2.0-litre (which carries 
over in the base Mazda3), the Skyaetiv 
has 155 horsepower (versus 148) and 
148 pound-feet of torque (versus 135). 

It also wins in fuel economy, too, 
netting 7.1/4.9 1/100 km (city/highway) 
with the available six-speed automatic 
transmission or 7.7/5.0 with the six- 
speed manual. Very impressive. 

What most people don’t know, even 
in the auto-writing world, is that

Skyaetiv is more than just a powertrain 
upgrade as the philosophy extends to 
lowering weight, improving chassis 
stiffness and steering response. 

Skyaetiv is basically a whole new 
Mazda3. If you are not getting into the 
Skyaetiv game, your choices consist of 
carryover models from 2011. The one 
noticeably different Mazda for the new 
model year is the Mazda5. Introduced 
for the 2006 model year, it delivered 
style, comfort for six people and excep¬ 
tional fuel economy all wrapped up in a 
compact package, and the newly updated 
2012 edition promises more of the same. 

The Mazda5 is based on the Mazda3 
sedan/hatchback platform, except that 
it has been stretched by 12 centimetres

It was a challenging climb 
to the top for Blue Jays 
pitcher Ricky Romero. 

Expectations were high 
for the first-round pick, 
who toiled in the minors 
for years before breaking 
through in the majors. 

The team was patient 
with the now 27-year-old 
left-hander and it paid off. 

“Now that I look back at 
it, Fm thankful that I went 
through those times,” 
Romero said Wednesday in 
Dunedin, Fla. “Being in 
double-A for two-and-a-half 
years, I learned a lot about 
myself as a person.... I was 
able to learn to deal with 
failure.” 

There were plenty of 
trying times after the Los 
Angeles native was taken 
sixth overall in the 2005 
amateur draft. He strug¬ 
gled with a 16-23 record in 
Toronto’s minor-league 
system. 


But the Blue Jays felt he 
was ready for a look in 
2009 and in 29 starts as a 
rookie, Romero posted a 
solid 13-9 mark with a 4.30 
earned-run average. 

“When I got to the big 


leagues, I wasn’t going to 
let one bad start get to me 
or get to my head,” 
Romero said. “It was just 
move on to the next one.” 

Manager John Farrell 
said it’s not uncommon for 


first-rounders to face chal¬ 
lenges in the minors.
